All dogs in the province must now 
be tied up. The reason for this 
is the spread of a few cases of 
rabies to the southern part of the 
province. 

Vaccine to vaccinate dogs has not 
been available, but Dr. Ballantyne 
informed me that it should be 
available soon. You will have to 
call on your local veterinarian to 
get the job done. It is better 
have your dog given a second or 
booster vaccination. This will not 
cost much extra. Vaccination is 
good for one year. 

When rabies attacks the wild life 
as it has in Alberta it is very dilfi- 
cult to eradicate. It seems likely 
they will be with us for a long 
time. I have a supply of excellent
